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1. Tollowlng is tbs eomplsts tszt of ths Joint announesmsnt draftsd by 
HHIDMPIT and CL rs HHLDMPIT's withdrawal from Boms. This announes- 
msnt also rsTsals ths faet that nslthsr KNLTJMPZT norQ — H will hs 
rsplaesd. As cablsd, MLHMPIT has suhmittsd this sntirs tsxt to London 
for approval. 

"Osntlsmsn: Q Has alrsady announesd that hs is Isavlng Boms, and 
it is now oy saa oaty to Inform you that also am 'bsing withdrawn. As 
Chairman of ths month, I am authorlzsd to say that CL and I shall 
IsaTs slmoltansously following ths eomplstlon of ths Hay slsctions, 
whieh, as you know, ars dus to eloss on 6 Jtms. 

X am also authorlzsd to say that nslthsr C_ L3 nor mysslf will hs rs- 
plaesd, as it is ths wish of our superiors that ths Oommlttss should 
hsnesforth conduct its own affairs, so far as possihls, and it is thsir 
firm conTiotlon that it is now eapahls of doing so. 

I nssd hardly add that our superiors, like oursslTSS, will continue to 
taks ths sams hsnsvolent interest in ths Oommlttss as heretofore , and 
that Cl U and I ars both leaving with feelings of personal Tsgrst and 
with ths warmest memories of our association with you. 

During ths next month ws will work out, with you, details of ths transfer 
of certain of our aotiritles to Athens, London, and Hew York." 

2. It was apparent in ths conversations proceeding ths drafting of this 
announesmsnt that B13LDMPIT was not enthusiastic about having to make 
this stntsTnent as Chpi.lrmqn of the month. He made It oulte clear that 

hs did not sjcpset approval from London by 3^ April, and therefore, d d 
would have to make the announcement in May. Cl suggested that BIILUHPIT 

try to obtain London approval hurriedly in any event. HHLUMPIT promised 
to do so.
